REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Note that, Applicant's amendment, Applicant's arguments, and the Examiner's 
Amendment are sufficient to place the instant claims in condition for allowance. 

Of the references of record, the most pertinent is Smith et al (US 5,164,121). 
Smith et al teach a pourable amine which is obtained by reacting a tert-amine with 
aqueous hydrogen peroxide in a normally liquid polyethylene glycol as the sole organic 
solvent. However, Smith et al do not teach the use of 1,4-cyclohexanedimethanol in the 
process of making a surfactant premix as recited by the instant claims. 

None of the references of record, alone or in combination, teach or sugges a 
process for making a surfactant premix comprising an amine oxide surfactant and 1 ,4- 
cyclohexanedimethanol by using the specific process parameters as recited by the 
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instant claims. Accordingly, since the prior art fails to teach or suggest such a process 
as recited by the instant claims, the instant claims are deemed allowable.
